Where no ashes or bone meal were fed, It Pared to deliver good, promptly to all parts of the city, 
took an average pressure of 301 pounds, 
where aches were fed 581 pounds, and on 
tbe lot which were fed bone meal, 680 
pounds pressure was required to break 
each bone. Besides this It was found that 
the extra feed g-eatly helped digestion. 


It was found in the average of the three 


trials where bone was fed It took 487 
pounds of corn meal to produce 106 pounds 
gain In the welgbt of the animal. Where 
ashes were fed It took 481 pounds and 
when nothing bnt corn meal was .fed 629 
pounds of corn meal. 
This shoirs con- 


clusively that corn meal Isn't a food 
which will supply all the nutritive wants 
ofanlmds and that the ashes or bone 
meal fill a need which could not be other- 
wise supplied. 
Prof. Henry draws the 


conclusion that [be ration of bone meal or 
ashis saved about 130 pounds of corn or 
28 per cent of tie total amount fed In pro- 
ducing 100 ppnnds of grain, live weight. 
He also says that by feeding bone* meal 
the strength of 
the thigh bone was 


doubled, while antics also, nearly doubled 
their strength. He also says that there 
was abont 50 pe- cent, more ash In the 
bones of the bogs receiving bone meal and 
wood ashes that in tbe others. A careful 
examination revealed no difference in the 
proportion of fat and lean meat In tbe 
hogs fed in tho various ways, but it Is evi- 
dent l hat this additional feed added In 
building up and strengthening the diges- 
tion, and'ashes or bone meal should be fed 
regularly. Ashes will do the work if the 
meal cannot be obtained. This may prove 
a valuable point for many farmers who 
have not previously thought upon the sub- 
ject and show tbem a more economical 
way of fattening pork where only corn or 
corn meal is available. 
Tbe fact was also 


established that pregnant sows and grow- 
ing pigs should not be restricted to corn 
alone. But clover, blue grass, bran, peas, 
oats and skimmllk should be added If pos- 
sible. Ashes should be nccessitle at all 
times when these are used, however.
